Visiting canines warned to keep their act clean

As good weather lures 
students outdoors once again, 
an increasing number of 
animals begin to take ad- 
vantage of our fine campus 
facilities. 

Although it is very unlikely 
you'll share a library elevator 
with a book-toting doberman, 
it is very likely that you'll 
notice several groups of 
canines gathered on the Quad 
for informal discussions, field 
trips or sensitivity sessions 
which can only be referred to 
as very extended forms of 
alternate education. 

While most of these visitors 


are quite well-mannered, 
there are always a few in the 
crowd who tend to spoil it for 
everyone by becoming safety 
hazards or public nuisances. 
As a matter of fact, 10-15 com- 
plaints against unattended 
animals are received every 
week during good weather. In 
addition to littering (which is 
also a popular human 
violation) there have been 
previous reports of barking 
and entering, assault with 
intent to devour and food ex- 
tortion. 

In an effort to avoid any 
repetitions of these crimes 
and to reduce the number of 
unsupervised animals on cam- 
pus, a student Animal Control 


Bus shelters coming

Two bus shelters have been 
approved by the Campus 
Planning Committee. 

The shelters wili be finished 
before the next rainy season, 
according to E.S. Hutchinson, 
Director of Campus Planning. 

Made of clear Lexan, a 
plexiglass substance, with an 
opaque Lexan roof and a con- 
crete floor, the 12-foot square 
shelters will be 7'2 feet high. 
One will be placed in the 
shade, another in the sun. 

The shelters, approved by 
architectura! consultant Whit- 
son Cox, did not require ap- 
proval by the Board of 
Trustees in Los Angeles. 


Trustee approval would have 
been required for a more per- 
manent though less expensive 
building presented by the 
Student Transportation Com- 
mittee. However, the student 


architects will still be paid for 
the redwood plan, according 
to Jim Hollenback, Transpor- 
tation Committee Chairman. 

Final construction plans 
are still unsettled, but seats 
and screens are planned on 
two sides of the plexiglass 
shelters. Outside will be 
redwood seats similiar to 
those already on campus. 
Both shelters can accomodate 
50-60 people, and will cost 
slightly over $18,000. 

Power lines for lights and a 
telephone also will be 
installed. The shelters will be 
braced with dark anodized 
aluminum. 

According to a new state 
law, half of campus parking 
and other fees go to campus 
transportation. So far, $24,000 
has accumulated for this pur- 
pose. About $3,000 of this will 
finance the bus shuttle run, 
and the rest will go toward the 
shelters. 


Officer will patro! the grounds 
and arrest any canine not 
complying with the following 
policies:

Campus alcholism program Started

CSUS has established a 
program to assist its em- 
ployees who have problems 
with alcohol affecting their 
job, either directly or in- 
directly. It is part of the State 
Employee Alcoholism 


Program, set up in ae- 
cordance with an Executive 
Order issued by former 


Governor Reagan on January 
31, 1974 

The order was prompted by 
the fact that California leads 
the nation with the highest 
rate of alcoho!-related 
arrests, and that 12 percent of 
all disciplinary actions taken 
against state employees 
specifically identified alcohol 
abuse as the underlying cause. 

It recognizes that alcohol 
abuse and alcoholism, 
although major health 
problems, are treatable con- 
ditions 

Coordinator of the program 
on campus is James V.

Under the program, the 
university will have the res- 
ponsibility of informing its 
employees of the problem of 
alcoholism, and of en- 
couraging employees who 
Suspect that they have a 
problem to seek counseling 
and information on a con- 
fidentia!l basis 

The program is not 
designed to ‘‘smoke out”’ vic- 
tims for disciplinary pur- 
poses. The goal is to help per- 
sons to orient themselves and 
overcome their problem 
through a low key, discrete 
and positive approach. 

The guidelines of the 
program state that the use of 
alcohol or other drugs 
becomes a concern to the 
University employer when it 
results in a job-related 


problem. It is the duty of all j 


employee supervisors to iden- 
tify these problems at an early 
Stage, by noticing an em- 
ployee’s substandard job per- 
formance. 

The supervisor will first try 
to use normal procedures to 
correct the problem. If they 
fail, the supervisor should con- 
sult with the University Coor-

supervisors a warning not to 
cover up for a friend or long- 
time associate. No matter how 
sympathetic he may be to the 


problem, his misguided 
“kindness” can only lead to 
serious delay in having 


meaningful help reach the in- 
dividual. 

The program recognizes 
the fact that an individual 
must decide to accept help. 
Employees who know or 
suspect that they have a drin- 
king problem may obtain in- 
formation and counseling ser- 
vices relating to entry into a 
treatment program by con- 
tacting the State Alcohol 
Program Management at 322- 
2974.

A 
sad product of such a cultural 
attutude is the little kid who 
refuses to eat homemade jams 
and jellies simply because 
“they're homemade.” 

In seeking alternatives to 
retail foods, it is realistic to 
remember that food doesn’t 
really come from the super- 
market. Growing your own Is 
perhaps best, price and nut- 
rition-wise, when and where 
possible. 

Surprise your neighbors 
with a garden planted around 
your house. Artichokes and 
garden peas, as well as other 


vegetables. also display 
beautiful flowers as_ they 
mature. 


Thoreau denied farmers 
need work as hard as they do. 
Planting an acre of crops one 
ear, Thoreau found to his dis- 


may he had produced twice as 
much as he needed. The next 
year he planted half as much. 
You are what you eat; don’t 
waste a bit, compost the rest. 

Going to the farmer is 
sometimes practical. The 
farmer will usually give you a 
better than retail deal right 
off, and the more you buy the 
better the deal usually is. 

Though I have never tried 
dickering an oil company’s 
subsidiary agribusiness farm, 
I have had great success with 
small farmers, getting locally 
produced vegetables, fruits 
and milk. 

Contrary to popular myth, 
it is not illegal for a wholesaler 
to sell their wares directly to 
consumers, and savings are 
great. A wholesaler may not 
choose to sell to individuals 
because of the small quan- 
tities people habitually buy 
in—or because of prior 
agreement with retailers 

Some wholesalers are 
happy to sell in almost any 
amounts, but you can save 
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Professor Peterson dies 


Professor Robert L. Peterson, 40, associate profes’ of 
Economics, died Wednesday, April 2, after a lingering 


illness. 


Peterson, who joined the CSUS faculty in 1968, was a 
graduate of the University of Montana and he completed 
graduate study at Washington State University. 

A native of Montana, he taught at the University of Mon- 
tana, at Eastern Washington College, Cheney, Washington, 
and at CSU, Chico, before joining the CSUS faculty. 

Peterson's special area of expertise was the history of 


economic thought. 


Avocationally, Peterson was greatly interested in Little 
League baseball. He served in various capacities. including 
the position of the president with the Del Paso Manor Little 


League. 


Bob leaves a wife, Pat, and five children: two girls, Hester 
and Karen, and three boys, Michael, John and Robert, who 
range in age from five to fifteen. 

A rosary was held at 7 p.m. at Lombard’s Funeral Home 


on Sunday. 


Services were held at the Presentation Church in the nor- 
theast area of Sacramento at 10 a.m. on Monday, followed by 
a graveside service at the Calvary Cemetery in northeast 


Sacramento. 


Peterson’s death marked the second passing of a faculty 
member in the same week.

month to a year’s supply of 
these ought to find a place in 
every household. This is not 
only wise in terms of disaster 
insurance, but tends to in- 
sulate one from contrived and 
natural shortages. It also 
tends to force market prices 
down. 

Even as the news is repor- 
ting the farmers are getting 15 
percent less for foods this 
year, they are also saying 
retail prices will, ‘‘continue 
rising."’ Brainwashing con- 
sumers is expensive, but 
Madison Avenue has found 
that it pays. 

Buying retail and via 
commercial prodding only en- 
courages astronomically ex- 
pensive advertising that the 
market must reflect in prices. 
Madison Avenue does not 
mind insulting your 
intelligence and brainwashm;

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Rallye shoots for emission standards

The fourth annual Inter- 
national Collegiate Reduced 
Emissions Devices Rallye 
Starts today with a team of 
students and a faculty 
member from the CSUS 
Department of Mechanical 
Engineering participating. 

The cars from CSUS are a 
1964 Falcon sedan, which last 
year won the ‘‘most improved 
model,"’ award, and a 1974 
Datsun B-210, which is on a 
loan to the M.E. Department 
from the Nissen Corporation 
of Japan 

The goal of the Rallye 
which ends next Monday in 
Los Angeles, is to meet em- 
mission standards of 0.4] 
hydrocarbons, 3.4 carbon 
monoxide and 0.4 oxides of nit- 
rogen as measured i1 grams 
per mile traveled. The results 
will be based on the federal 
test cycle 

Each of the two CSUS cars 
have been fitted with a special 
precombustion chamber and 
two carburetors 

Dr. Fred Reardon, faculty 





adviser to the teams, said. 
“One carburetor feeds a 
specially rich gas-air mixture 
into the pre-combustion 
chamber where it is ignited by 
a spark plug and a jet of hot. 
flaming gases is fired into the 
main combustion chamber. 
which is supplied with a lean 
mixture of gas by the other 
carburetor.”’ 

Reardon added, ‘‘The hot 
flame, more effective than a 
spark plug, fires the lean gas- 
air mixture, which is supplied 
in a ratio of about twenty parts 
air to one part gas.”’ 

Working on the Datsun was 
team captain Jim Gerre, John

and Diaz also helped preparea 
new carburator concept 
Mark Schaeffer, team Cap- 
tain of the Falcon, perfected 
the pre-combustion chambers

Barry most outstanding, but not MVP

Bob McAdoo was named 
last week, to no one’s great 
surprise, as the Most Valuable 
Player in the NBA for this 
year. The big Buffalo center 
had made a runaway of the 
NBA scoring title, and it 
seemed entirely plausible that 
Rick Barry’s for more im- 
pressive overall statistics 
would be overlooked by his 
voting peers in the balloting. 
Yet Golden State's Barry 
finished not second, nor even 
third, but fourth in the voting. 

Examining the statistics 
we find Barry second in 
scoring, first in steals, first in 
free throw percentage, and 
sixth in assists. While 
McAdoo’s stats don’t really 
measure up to these, they at 
least leave room for 
argument. But what about 
those of Dave Cowens and 
Elvin Hayes who finished 
second and third respectively 
in the balloting?

Because 
they’re big men. 

It is a plain and simple fact 

life in the NBA that a good 
center is more valuable to a 
team than a good, or even a 
great forward or guard. Were 
the award for the outstanding 
player, Barry would certainly 
have had as good a chance as 
any, but since the players 
were voting on an MVP, the 


centers ot the league were 
given first regard. 

McAdoo and_ Boston's 
Cowens are both centers. 
Elvin Hayes plays forward on 
offense and center on defense 
for the Washington Bullets. As 
a pure forward, Barry just 
didn't have a chance to be as 
valuable to his team as those 
big men did to their's.

Balin joins Starship lineup |

Certainly a musical event 
not to be missed, the star- 
studded concert at Sac- 
ramento Memorial 
Auditorium tomorrow night at 
7:30 p.m. will feature Marty 
Balin reunited with what has 
become of his band, the Jeffer- 
son Airplane. 

After years of struggling to 
hold together the Air- 
plane/Starship nucleus, Msrs. 
Kantner, Slick, Freiberg, 
Creach & Barabata have 
finally come up with a suitable 
product in the form of Dragon 
Fly, and the current diver- 
sified lineup of stars. 

Marty Balin, originator 
along with Kantner of the 
Jefferson Airplane, and whose 
energetic vocalizing was the 
band’s most vital sign through 
the first seven albums, Takes 
Off, Surrealistic Pillow, After 
Bathing At Baxters, Crown of 
Creation, Bless It’s Pointed 
Littl Head, Volunteers, The 
Worst of The Jefferson Air- 
plane and the recently 
released material on Early 
Flight. has finally rejoined the 
octet 

After a three year depar- 
ture from music, Balin 
returned with a magnificent 
solo work and band, 
Bodacious D.F., composed 
mostly of post-Haight 
Ashbury San Francisco rock 
songs. Last year, the diffusion 


of Bodacious, a band formed 
in fate ‘71 from various 
members of the now defunct. 
Grootna left Balin alone 
again. 

As a member of the Star- 
ship. Balin's vulnerable vocal 
sound neutralizes the harsh 
but as comparibie vocais of 
Slick and Kantner. 

Paul Kantner, is the only 
original member of the Air- 
plane/Starship to be found in 
the group through the entire 
flight. Whether most agree or 
not, Kantner has been the top 
songwriter for the group 
through the years alone. To his 
credit are such Airplane songs 
as; We Can Be Together, Es- 
kimo Blue Day, Wooden Ships, 
Today, When The Earth 
Moves Again, Volunteers, 
Sketches of China, Crown of 
Creation, and most notably off 
the latest LP, Ride The Tiger 
Caroline, and All Fly Away. 

Grace Slick, an extremely 
outspoken member of the 
band, has served as 2 notewor- 
thy songwriter in addition to 
the stylized vocals on a ma- 
jority of the Airplane’s hits. 
Slick who arrived on the scene 
during Surrealistic Pillow, is 
associated with songs like 
White Rabbit, Somebody To 
Love, and assorted others that 
she co-wrote with Kantner. 
Her solo album, Manhole was 
a Slick failure, unlike the ex- 
ploratory excursions with 
Kantner, Blows Againsi the 


Empire, Sunfighter and Baron 
von Tollbooth & The Chrome 
Nun. 

Papa John Creach is one of 
the most remarkable 
members of the current Star- 
ship lineup. Beginning a 
career late in life didn't slow 
Papa John down as he joined 
the young band shortly after 
Balin and drummer, Spencer 
Dryden left the band. 

Although Papa John 
seemed to involve himself 
more fully with Hot Tuna 
(Jorma Kaukonen and Jack 
Casady, also members of Air- 
plane & early Starship) his ac- 
complishments with both the 
Airplane and Starship are un- 
parallelled. His solos filled 
many sides of vinyl with the 
group accentuated by 
Kaukonen’'s raspy lead guitar. 
Papa John Creach, Filthy, and 
Playing My Fiddle For You 
are his three major solo album 
releases for Grunt Records. 

John Barbata has played 
drums with the Airplane since 
Bark was released in 1971. 
Through Long John Silver, 
Thirty Seconds Over 
Winterland up unti!, Dragon 
Fly, Barbata’s steady drum- 
ming has been the backbone of 
some of the groups more roc- 
kin’ sets. Barbata spent a con- 
siderable amount of time in 
the studio and on the road with 
the entire ‘Crosby, Stills, Nash 
& Young crowd.’

talks on Ford, Mideast

America needs a President 
like Gerald Ford during atime 
of “tough decision making’, 
according to Lou Cannon, a 
political reporter and White 
House correspondent for the 
Washington Post. 

Cannon, who spoke in a tele- 
lecture before a journalism 
department class yesterday, 
said ‘‘the U.S. is probably ina 
period where we very much 
need...restoration of a certain 
rectitude to the (president's) 
office."’ 

He referred to the Ford ad- 
ministration as being ‘‘almost 
the exact opposite of his 
predecessor (Richard Nixon) 
who was secretive. inacces- 
sible and suspicious, even 
when things were going well. "’ 

If Ford decides to run for 
President in 1976, Ronald 
Reagan, former governor of 
California, ‘will not oppose 
(him) ,’’ according to Cannon. 

He said that ‘‘generally 


Reagan has tended to be loyal 
to the leadership of his party”’ 
no matter how much he 
disagrees. 

Cannon believes Ford's ad- 
ministration is ‘‘willing to 
compromise too much with 
Congress."’ He said ‘‘there's 
going to be people finding 
differences...but the 
American people do not want 
that sort of thing (con- 
frontation) 

With the breakdown of the 
Middle East negotiations and 
the military situation in South 
Vietnam, Cannon believes the 
White House will try to put 
“more distance’’ between 
Ford and Secretary of State 
Henry Kissinger. ‘‘That’s a 
definite feeling within the ad- 
ministration,’ he said 

Vice President Nelsen 
Rockefeller, according to Can- 
non, is giving the Ford ad- 
ministration ‘‘a lot of 
problems.’ Cannon also 
referred to Rockefeller as 
“the imperial President wait- 
ing in the wings.’
